A W ait from Texas. 
A gentleman, says the Galt Gazette, in 
writing to a friend in Galt, from Abilene, 
Texas, under date of March 2Stli, gives 
anything but a glowing description of that 
country. Among other things he say s: 
“ I received your kind letter in due time, 
and would have written before, hut thought 
I would wait for a break iu the terrible 
gloom that has been hanging over this 
couutry so long. Bo far it has been wait­ 
ing in vain. 
We had no rain, except a 
little sprinkle, since the 1st of last Novem­ 
ber. The crops that have been sown are, 
of course, total failures, and it will be but 
a short time, if this drought continues, 
when the cattle interests of this country 
will be a thing of the past. 
A great many 
have already died, owing to the scarcity of 
grass and water. 
We are from day to day 
hoping that we will get a change in the 
weather, although at this writing there arc 
no signs upou which to base our hopes. 
If we get lain soon the farmers will plant 
cotton, and they will try to console them ­ 
selves with visions of a big cotton crop, if 
they can procure seed. 
People are now 
talking of artesian wells, and should that 
method ot irrigation he successful we may 
hope for better times.” 
It wilt be rem em ­ 
bered that Abilene attracted a num ber 
from this vicinity a few years ago, ami 
most of them have returned, disgusted 
with the country. 


The New Del Monte. 
1’lans for the construction of the new 
Del Monte Hotel are completed, and build­ 
ing arrangements are being pushed rapidly. 
Colonel C. F . Crocker said yesterday that 
the new hotel would have twice the dining­ 
room capacity of the old one, and would 
cost over $100,000 more. 
It is thought it 
will be open for gncsts ou September 1st. 
It will have two elevators and a num ber of 
other conveniences which the burned hotel 
did not possess. The new Del MoDte will 
accommodate about 200 gnests more than 
the old, thougii it has not yet been decided 
whether or not to build it a story higher. 
The general character of the old hotel will 
be preserved in the new one, and the old 
front that was so much admired will be 
copieJ. Aspbaltum walks will be laid be­ 
tween the hotel and the club-house, and 
other improvements made. The club-house 
and stable and baths are now closed, but 
will be reopened this sum m er for the ac­ 
commodation of guests who visit I’acific 
Grove. Mr. Scboenwald has been instructed 
to proceed at once to Pacific Grove and pre­ 
pare the hotel there for the accommoda­ 
tion of guests who desire to visit Monterey, 
and a line of stages will be put on between 
the grove and the club-house and baths to 
keep np a connection between the grove 
and the hotel, and leave a link between the 
old and the new Del Monte. 
Mr. Crocker intends to m ake the new 
hotel essentially what was at first intended 
—that is, a ladies' hotel. It will be made 
as inviting to the guests as possible.—.S. F.

EMPLOYMENT FOE GIBLS. 


Mrs. Kinney, representing 
the 
San 
Francisco Girls’ Union, has been inter­ 
viewed concerning an investigation now 
going on before 
Labor 
Commissioner 
Tobin, into the condition of youthful 
laborers in California. 
Mrs. Kinney and 
her co-laborers are working to fit girls for 
useful employments. 
The Uhion gives 
deserving girls a home, trains them for 
domestic and other honorable service and 
secures them places where they can earn a 
decent livelihood and maintain an honora­ 
ble personal record. 
She declares, in an 
interview published in the Alla: 
The presence of th e Chinese is one of the 
c h ief reasons for the deplorable condition of 
working girls anil women on this coast, in the 
East girls und women will gladly enter certain 
classes o f em ploym ent, and deem them honora­ 
ble, but out here th a t same kind of em ploym ent 
will be looked upon as debasing sim ply because 
C hinam en have or do engage in it. There is, 
too, a widespread belief th at m anual labor is 
not honorable, and until this fHlse seDtiinent is 
done aw ay w ith it will be hard to elevate our 
w orking girls. At present $15 per head is paid 
by the city to the Sisters of the M agdalen Asy­ 
lum for the care of m agdaleus. If it is w orth 
$15 to the state for m eans of reclaim ing the 
fallen girl, it certainly is w orth th a t sum to 
Í rovide m eans for preventing one from fa ling, 
f some society were given th a t am ount for 
each girl under its care, it could easily support 
girls upon it and give them every opportunity 
fo r learning a business. In seeking situations 
women are often subjected to insulting proposi 
tions. We furnish hom es here for those who 
apply, and do w hat we can to get them em ploy­ 
m ent, but, of course, it often becomes necessary 
for girls to go out seeking em ploym ent o rto 
advertise. Our experience nas been such that 
no girl here w ill ever again advertise for a posi 
tion os housekeeper, or for any sim ilar position, 
There has hardly been a case in w hich such 
advertisem ents w ere inserted but degrading 
offers were m ade in reply. We could furnish 
1,000 respectable aed intelligent dom estics if 
wo could be assured th a t they w ould l>e well 
treated. 
Such a statement as this should make 
society put on its thinking cap. 
Its pres­ 
ent method, we have no doubt whatever, 
is calculated to degrade girls who are com­ 
pelled to labor for a “living.” 
The ways 
of vice begin easily and are invitin g; the 
path for women to honorable labor is beset 
with pitfalls and ambushed by the de­ 
vouring. 
In the case of women, protection 
i '-otter than rescug, as well as with men. 
If society’ continues to handicap women in 
the matter of employment, it must expect 
them to fall by the way. 
W ith the as­ 
saults upon virtue, the temptation to lives 
of ease and the competition of Chinese in 
domestic service, at the sewing machine 
and in light manufactures, all the odds are 
against female workers. 
Here now is an 
opportunity for people of means to aid 
institutions that shield homeless girls, 
train them to useful employment and give 
them shelter when out of employment, but 
which at no time maintain them in idle­ 
ness. 
It is a work that should be engaged 
in more largely and should enlist the good 
offices of all humanitarians. 


FEDERAL CHARITY. 


Senator Sherman favors, and General 
Ilawiey, recently elected United States 
Senator from Connecticut, opposes the 
plan of aiding the South in its public 
educational schemes hv donations from the 
Federal treasury. 
In one of his speeches 
iu the South, Mr. Sherman said: 
“ It is 
considered an object of the highest public 
policy, for without intelligence no people 
can safely lie trusted with political power. 
This is especially true as to the South, 
where a large population has taen con­ 
verted by the results of the war into citi­ 
zens with jiolitical power. 
As to these at 
any rate, there could be no question that 
it is the duty of Congress to provide for at 
least the elements of education.” 
On the 
other hand, General Hawley declares that 
“ the tendency of the day is to go to the 
national Government for help in a hun­ 
dred things. 
It is asked, for example, 
that it shall take charge in a very great 
measure of education, shall dedicate m ill­ 
ions of dollars a year to the education of 
the several States, necessarily following 
that in a greater or less degree the Gov­ 
ernment shall intermeddle with the whole 
business. 
* 
* 
This tendency towards 
a consolidation of the entire powers of 
government is one of the strongest to-day, 
and one of those most dangerous to the 
republican 
experiment, as our fathers 
understood it.” 
Both these gentlemen are 
representative Republicans, yet the Bos­ 
ton Journal takes it upon itself to declare 
that whoever cannot subscrita to the doctrine 
advocated by Mr. Sherman must step back 
and out of the Republican party. 
The 
Jojm al has undertaken too much. 
Men 
are not to be read out of the party because 
they differ upon a question of policy that 
does not involve party principle. That the 
question is an open one within the party is 
one of the very best evidences of the 
breadth, depth and strength of the party 
structure. 
It is not, and cannot be made, 
a party issue strictly. 
No one will under­ 
take to question the loyalty of General 
H awley to the Republican party, nor will 
anv one for an instant entertain any doubt 
of Mr. Sherman’s fealty to the party in 
which he has so long been a distinguished 
le uier. 
This journal has held, with Gen­ 
eral Hawley, that hederá! aid to the South 
bv direct payments into State school funds 
w ill cultivate a spirit of dependence on the 
part of the people of the South that is bad 
for them, and bad for the whole scheme of 
education. 
The best way to cure the illit­ 
eracy of the Sonth is to leave the task 
to the people of the South. Tiie more they 
contribute to bring their school funds up 
to the proper standard the easier it will be ■ 
for them to do so, the tatter (he results, f 
and the ■ rongvr Southern society.

CIVIL SERVICE REFORM. 


The National Civil 
Service Reform 
League, which is recognized as the fore­ 
most representative of the civil service re­ 
form sentiment, has been engaged for a 
year in examining into the progress of the 
work. 
The report of results has just been 
made, and is full of interest. 
The conclu­ 
sion is reached that “ the Administration, 
under enormous disadvantages and per­ 
plexities, has accomplished much for the 
reform of the civil service. 
* 
* 
* 
The 
fragmentary results of reform which had 
taen secured by previous Administrations 
have been fully maintained, while the ag­ 
gregate of such results has been remark­ 
ably enlarged.” 
W ith this verdict Presi­ 
dent Cleveland certainly has every reason 
to ta satisfied, and it will probably stimu­ 
late his Administration to further efforts 
to advance the reform. 
Whatever it ac­ 
complishes in negativing the vicious influ­ 
ence of the spoils system is for the good of 
the whole country. 
There is no politics 
in this reform. 
It stands for economy pure 
and simple, for faithful service in public 
station, for skill in governmental work, 
and for the application of business methods 
to the conduct of public business. 
It 
places duty before partisan fealty, and re­ 
leases the subordinate government servant 
from the domination of the bosses, heelers 
and strikers. 
It says to those who draw 
salaries from the Government that their 
allegiance is first due to their paymaster, 
and that no dictation whatever shall cow 
them, and no party demands make them 
subservient to party managers. 


A l f r e d T e n n y s o n , like any other mor­ 
tal, proves a poor hand at grinding out 
perfunctory panegyrics. 
The poetic muse 
will endure neither whip nor spur; it 
comes not at command and sings not by 
royal decree. 
The distinction between 
the poet laureate and the royal tailor is 
not so great, but with all the things in fa­ 
vor of the man of the “ goose.” 
H e at 
least can make a “ fit” by command, but 
the jwet royal is less happily circum­ 
stanced. 
Take Tennyson’s poor jaded 
muse as it comes to the jubilee score un­ 
der lash and with rowelled sides all bleed­ 
ing, and note what a sorry-looking thing 
it is : 
“ She beloved for kindliness 
Rare in fable or history. Queen and Em press of 
India 
Crowned so long w ith a diadem 
Never w orn by a w orthier, 
Now w ith prosperous auguries 
Comes at last to the bounteous crow ning year 
of h er jubilee." 
And again, as it, panting, enters upon 
a second heat in a race without a com­ 
petitor: 
“ You. the m ighty, th e fortunate, 
You. the I-ord Territorial. 
You, th e Lord m anufacturer, 
You, th e hardy, laborious, patient ch ild o f A1 
bion : 
You, C anadian, Indian, A ustralian, African, 
All your hearts beat in harm ony, all your voices 
in unison, 
Singing hail to the glorious 
Golden year of her jub ilee.” 
If Tennyson could but wait for the di­ 
vine afflatus—but then the jubilee date 
is fixed, the audience is in place, the or­ 
chestra lias played the overture, and the 
poet laureate must perforce come before 
the curtain and pronounce the prologue— 
the “ house” will not wait. 


O b j e c t i o n is raised in San Fraucisco to 
the new charter soon to ta voted upon, 
that it concentrates in the hands of one 
man, the Mayor, much power. 
But that 
is a good reason for its adoption. 
Give 
him tiie power to do, to appoint, to exe­ 
cute, and hold him responsible. 
Under 
such a system the people will know where 
to look, and will select Mayors accord­ 
ingly. 
If it is desired to give strength 
and certainty to 
city government, to 
eliminate bosses, to strike down corruption, 
to prevent trading in official places, put 
all the power possible into the hands of 
the municipal executive, and trust to the 
people to elect a man in whom confidence 
can ta reposed. 
If there is to ta rascality 
in city government, tatter have it in one 
man, than a half a dozen ; in one depart­ 
ment, rather than in many. 
Where there 
is great power in the exercise of an office 
parties put forward men for it they know 
the people will trust with it, conscious of 
the fact that no other will be accepted. 
To divided responsibility is due seven- 
tcnths of all the municipal mismanage­ 
ment of the age. 


K a n s a s has passed a law conferring the 
right of suffrage ui>on women. 
But it is 
only a half-breed measure, for it limits the 
privilege to those women born in this 
country. 
The reason for this discrimina­ 
tion is found in the desire to exclude from 
the polls women who came to America in 
mature life. 
But why shut off those who 
came here in mere infancy ? 
W hy should 
the foreigu-born bearded being be given 
the right to make government, and the 
woman born abroad be denied a like priv­ 
ilege? 
The disfranchisement Kansas has 
thus attempted is beneath the dignity oi a 
great State. 
So long as men of foreign 
birth may become American citizens fullv, 
completely, there is no reason for exclud­ 
ing from all like privileges the women of 
foreign birth. 
Women of true American 
spirit will not claim the step taken in 
Kansas to ta an advance, 
It is concession 
to a 
narrow 
prejudice—discrimination 
without justification, and will hurt the 
cause of woman suffrage. 


E v i d e n t l y Mrs. Potter has failed in 
I/Ondon, and, for the sake of art, wo are 
glad of it. 
There is no true excellence 
without hard labor. 
High attainment is 
reached only by patient, wearisome effort. 
Mrs. Potter hoped to ta an exeeption, and 
sought to leap at once from the level of a 
society reciter of sensational poetry of the 
“ ’Ostler Joe” stripe to the topmost round 
of dramatic worth. 
That she has failed is 
a matter to ta thankful for. The hundreds 
of patient, competent, untiring dramatic 
artists who have won their way to prom­ 
inence by dint of labor, long and laborious, 
did not deserve to have this society woman 
—whose 
husband flies from her debut 
night—leap over their heads and pluck 
the rewards of success without deserving 
by study, labor and progressive advances. 


T h e Los Angeles Erprrts does not be­ 
lieve that the high rates due to the inter­ 
state commerce law can last; that when 
Congress meets in December the law will 
ta repealed or modified. 
Before that, we 
contend, the law concerning the long and 
short hauls will ta a dead letter. The Act 
contains within 
itself the elements of 
death. 
The provision that permits the 
Commissioners to relax it is in itself a 
concession of foreseen weakness that indi­ 
cates its early decay.

Resolved, T hat the Legislature of th e State of 
C alifornia, at its regular session, com m encing 
on th e th ird day o f January, A. D. eighteen hun- 
(fred an d eightj'-seveu. tw o-thirds of all the 
m em bers elected to each of the two Houses of 
said Legislature voting in favor thereof, hereby 
propose th a t Sections two and three, of Article 
VI., of the Constitution ol said 
State, be 
am ended so as to read as follows : 


S e c t io n 2. The Suprem e Court shall consist of 
seven Justices, lh e Associate Justices of the 
Suprem e Court, in office at the tim e of the adop­ 
tion of this am endm ent to the Constitution, are 
hereby continued in office as Justices of the cu ­ 
preine Court for the rem ainder of the term s to 
w hich they w ere respectively elected. The Ju s­ 
tices shall elect one of th eir num ber to be Chief 
Justice, an d he shall hold the office of Chief 
Justice of said Court for a term of tw o years. 
At the expiration of th e term of th e C hief Jus­ 
tice first elected, and every two vears thereafter, 
th e Justices shall elect a C hief Justice for a like 
term o f two years. An entry of the election oí 
such C hief Justice sh all be m ade in the m inutes 
of th e Court and signed by four Justices. W hen­ 
ever thereafter a vacancy occurs in the office of 
C hief Justice, a like election shall be had to 
fill such office for th e unexpircd term . The Su­ 
prem e Court m ay sit in departm ents or in bank, 
and shall alw ays be open for the transaction of 
business. There shall be two departm ents, de­ 
nom inated respectively, D epartm ent One and 
D epaitm entT w o. T he C hief Justice shall assign 
three of the Justices to each departm ent, and 
such assignm ent m ay b e changed by him from 
tim e to tim e. The Justices shall be com petent to 
sit in either departm ent, and m ay interchange 
w ith each other by agreem ent am ong th em ­ 
selves or as ordered by the C hief Justice. Each 
of the departm ents shall have th e pow er to hear 
aud determ ine causes and all questions arising 
therein, subject to th e provisions hereinafter 
contained in relation to tne Court in bank. The 
presence of three Justices shall be necessary to 
transact any business in eith er o f th e d ep art­ 
m ents, except such as m ay be done at cham ­ 
bers, and the concurrence of two Justices shall 
be necessary to pronounce a judgm ent. The 
C hief Justice sh all apportion th e business to 
th e departm ents, and m ay. in his discretion, 
order any cause pending before th e Court to be 
heard and decided by the Court in bank. The 
order m ay be m ade before or alter judgm ent 
Erenounced by a departm ent; but w here a cause 
as beeu allotted to one of the departm ents, aud 
a ju d g m ert pronounced thereon, th e order m as I 
be m ade w ithin th irty days after such judgm ent, 
an d concurred in by tw o Justices, an d if so 
m ade it shall have the effect to vacate and set 
aside the judgm ent. Any four Justices may, 
eU her beforp or after judgm ent by a d ep art­ 
m ent, order a case to be ne&rd in bonk. Ir the 
order^be not m ade w ithin th e tim e above lim ­ 
ited, the judgm ent shall be final. No judgm ent 
by a departm ent shall becom e final u n til the 
expiration of th e period ol thirty daj-s a ’ore- 
said, unless approved by the C hief Justice, in 
w riting, w ith the concurrence of two Justices.

render a judgm ent a concurrence of four Judges 
shall be necessary. 
Iu the determ ination of 
causes all decisions of the Court in bank, or in 
departm ents, shall be given in w riting, and the 
grounds of th e decision shall be stated. The 
C hief Justice m ay sit in eith er departm ent, and 
shall preside w hen so siting, but the Justices 
assigned to each departm ent shall select oue of 
th eir num ber as presiding Justice. In case of 
the absence of the Chief Justice from the place 
a t w hich th e Court is held, or his inability to 
act, the Associate Justices shall select oue of 
th e ir own num ber to i>erform the duties aud ex ­ 
ercise the powers o! the C hief Justice rturiDg 
such absence or inability to act. The Suprem e 
Court Commission, created by the Act of the 
Legislature approved M arch tw elfth, eight* en 
hundred and eighty-five, shall continue and be 
a Suprem e Court Commission forfouryears after 
th e adoption o f this am endm ent.

Said 
Commission shall have the sam e to w er to hear 
and determ ine causes possessed by a d epart­ 
m ent of th e Suprem e Court; and causes may be 
assigned to the Commission in the sam e m an­ 
n er they are assigned to a departm ent, and after 
decision they m ay be ordered heard iu bunk In 
the sam e way, and w ith like restrictions as if 
decided in departm ent. T he judgm ents of the 
Commission shall be eutercd as the judgm ents 
of the Court. The Commission shall sit at such 
tim es and places as m ay be designated by the 
Court, bu t such Commissioners shall not exer­ 
cise any judiciui functions except w hen assem ­ 
bled aft a Commission, and then they shall only 
have th e pow er to h ear and determ ine such 
causes as m ay have beeu assigned to them . 


S e c t io n 3. The Justices of the Supremo Court 
shall be elected by th e qualified electors of the 
S ate at large, at the general State elections, and 
the tim es and places at w hich State officers are 
elected: and th e term (Tf office shall be tw elve 
years from and after the fir*t Monday after the 
first day of January next succeeding th eir elec­ 
tion.

FAVORING EXCURSIONS. 


E fforts to E n a b le th e E astern V isitors to 
S ee th e U pper S a cra m en to > a lle y . 
In connection with the very laudable 
efforts being put forth to make known to 
the large number of Eastern people who 
are now coming to the northern part of 
the Slate the resources and vast extent of 
the Sacramento valley, the proposition to 
induce them to make an excursion of the 
valley, going by railroad up one side and 
down the other, has been wisely proposed 
and urged. To this end, Albert Gallatin 
wrote to the railroad authorities in San 
Francisco to ascertain whether a low rate 
for such excursions could be granted, and 
also wrote to parties in the leading towns 
in the upper Sacramento valley to learn 
whether, if excursion trains were run, some 
systematic effort could be arranged along 
the route of travel to show desired attention 
and give information to the visitors. 
In response to the letter to the railroad 
company, Mr. Gallatin has received a com­ 
munication from General Passenger Agent 
T. H. Goodman, stating that the company 
approved the plan and would issue a very- 
low rate ticket to holders of overland 
excursion tickets, and also for holders of 
unlimited single trip first-class tickets of 
the company’s issue to the East. 
The 
tickets will be limited to the sole use of 
the holders of these two classes of tickets, 
as their object is to make known the a t­ 
tractive features of that portion of the 
State, and to induce settlement, andas the 
rate, to aid this purpose, will be below a 
remunerative basis. 
The letter from Mr. 
Goodman also says: 
In giving further consideration of the m atter, 
it seemed the better wav to Issue these tickets 
Individually, th in k in g thereby we m ight better 
accom m odate the large num ber of strangers 
now on th e coast, as we m ight not tie able to 
control th eir m ovem ents for special excursion 
trains, w hich would go upon set dates w hen­ 
ever thought advisable by the good people of 
the upper Sacram ento valley. 
These tickets 
« ill be placed on sale at our office, 013 M arket 
street, San Francisco. They will be good from 
San Francisco via W oodland to Bedding, and 
returning from B edding via Chico to Sacra­ 
m ento, as th e holders of th e overland tickets 
would there com m ence th eir overland trip from 
Sacram ento, w hether going Fast via Ugden, 
M ohave, Los Angeles, Denting or El Paso. 
In addition to the possible special excursion 
trains run on set dales, I have to offer th at we 
can on alm ost any day furnish, at a reasonable 
per diem rentage charge, special curs—either 
those of our ow n com pany, or of the Pullm an 
Company equipm ent—for sm all parties w ho 
m ight like to secure the accom m odations of 
suen curs, independent of hotel accom m oda­ 
tions, for the trip from San Francisco via W ill­ 
iams to B edding, returning via M arysville and 
Sacram ento. For such purjiose. th e new com ­ 
mon rule is, requirem ent o f the m inim um n u m ­ 
ber o f firteen tares from th e occupants, w ith 
additional tickets lor any num ber beyond fif­ 
teen. 
We could nsue new excursion tickets for 
such purpose, if any com m ittee should desire to 
accom pany a special party front San Francisco 
to th e upper Sacram ento valley. 
It has been suggested, in connection with 
the above, that inasmuch as there are a 
very large number of Eastern-tourist visit­ 
ors at San Francisco, who will make that 
city their headquarters while remaining in 
this section of the State, the excursion 
tickets should cover the entire trip through 
the Sacramento valley and back to San 
Francisco, instead of ending at Sacramento. 
There are no doubt many who will make 
the excursión, that may desire to return to 
the Bay, but if a demand for entire round- 
trip tickets is manifested, it will no doubt 
be promptly met by the issuance of such 
tickets. 
It may be further stated that many re­ 
sponses have already been received from 
principal valley towns along the railroads, 
warmly indorsing the arrangement to have 
excursions run over these reads for the ob­ 
ject stated, and promising to do all possible 
by way of entertainment, and showing the 
visitors about in the various localities, so 
far as tbe stoppage of trains at points re­ 
ported will permit. 
The difficulty has heretofore been that 
Eastern people who have come from the 
south to San Francisco, and from thence 
returned to the East by simply passing 
over the Central Pacific Railroad, have 
supposed that they have "seen Central 
and Northern California," and that there 
is not a great deal of it to attract settlement 
of Eastern people. But under the arrange­ 
ment now made, when the visitor shall 
have passed up and down the beautiful, 
broad and fertile vallev of the Sacramento, 
and been impressed with the fact that it is 
larger than many of the most populous 
Eastern States, and capable of productions 
unlimited in variety and amount, and that 
the section is as yet largely undeveloped, 
new and valuable facts concerning the best 
part of the State will be carried by them 
to their homes and Eastern friends. 


Mr. Van Kieek Returns. 
On Tuesday, early in the afternoon, a 
man giving the name of Charles McMillan, 
claiming to he a resident of Oakland, called 
at the Sheriff’s office and inquired whether 
there was a reward for the recapture of 
George Van Kleek, who escaped from tire 
county jail on Sunday last, in a bold effort 
to cut short his sentence of six months 
imprisonment for obtaining money under 
false pretenses. Tbe Sheriff had not offered 
a reward, but be responded that he would 
give $25 for the return of the escape. Mc­ 
Millan stated that he knew where he was, 
near Woodland, and would bring him in. 
Yesterday about noon he returned with 
Van Kleek, surrendered him and received 
the money. He said he caught him near 
the second railroad trestle west of Wash­ 
ington. In the course of his remarks, he 
stated that he could have brought him to 
the city on the previous evening, if he had 
so desired. The supposition is that Van 
Kleek found a tramps camp while making 
his way from the city along the line of the 
California Pacific Railroad, and unguard­ 
edly let it be known who he was, the result 
being that he was “ given away.” Sheriff' 
Drew had a little interview with Van Kleek 
after his return, during which he told him 
that he was satisfied close confinement did 
not agree with him, and that his health 
was better in the open air. He had con­ 
cluded, therefore, to give him a good posi­ 
tion in the chaingang, the officers of which 
would be requested to show him all neces­ 
sary attention.

O ur New L aw s. 
The Secretary of State has issued the 
final chapters of the statutes of 1887, as fol­ 
lows : 
C h a p. 187.—Appropriates $160,000 for 
the purchase of additional jute machinery 
and the erection of additional buildings for 
the manufacture of jute goods at San Quen­ 
tin State Prison. 
C h a p . 188.—Amends Sections-530 and 
532 of Code of Civil Procedure relating to 
dissolution and modification ofinjunctions. 
Under the amendments it is provided that 
in nil cases where injunctions against the 
diversion of water for irrigation or domes­ 
tic purposes have been granted, or when 
they may lie applied for, but wherein it 
shall be made to appear to the satisfaction 
of the Court that great damage will be en 
tailed upon the defendants by such injunc­ 
tion during pendency of the suit as to 
rights of the parties, the Court may, In its 
discretion, if the nature of the case is such 
that the plaintiff can be fully compensated 
for such damage as he may suffer, dissolve 
or modify the injunction upon defendant 
giving a bond lor reparation, with sure­ 
ties to be approved by the Judge, in such 
amount as may be fixed bv him. 


W ill N o t b e ltu llt a t t're a e n t. 
The last Legislature appropriated $10,000 
for the erection of a tire-proof building on 
the Capitol grounds for the storing of the 
State series of school text-books. 
The 
building is to be erected directly east of 
the State Printing Office, to be of brick, 
44x70, and 20 feet in the clear. The plans 
and specifications have been prepared by 
N. D. Goodell, architect, but at present it 
looks as though tbe building may not be 
constructed, as Governor Bartlett has given 
orders to the State Printer not to advertise 
for proposals to build. The building he 
thinks not necessary at present, and does 
not propose at this lime to make a draft on 
the general lund for that amount. The 
State Printer has removed all the books 
from tbe loft in the State Printing Office to 
a room in his office in the Capitol build­ 
ing, where they are easy of access and per­ 
fectly safe from fire.
